The Individualist form obvious—we get from all these opinionated 
gentlemen, the doctrinaire and dogmatic, who are always emphatically 
right, and always minority one. The Collectivist form also 
know too well the pathetic and dangerous phenomena the mass- 
meeting. Those whose business has been much speaking 
from public platforms know the sensation facing audience which 
mass the sense having only sub-personal consciousness. Faced 
with that, there are but two possibilities. Either you person are 
defeated its lumpishness and achieve nothing; forces you into 
more aggressive affirmation yourself that you project yourself upon 
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them whip-lashes rhetoric and pin-pricks sarcasm and proddings 
broad humour. Until you stir them the only way they can stirred 
which not Light (for that belongs the rational Individual) but 
Heat.

THINKS ABOUT ADULT 
Mrs. Henry Spencer

expansive question for one farm woman presume 
answer even the consideration limited Canadian farm 
women only. 


When one realizes that every Province this Dominion rates 
farming one its principal industries, not the most important 
all, one can begin realize how many types farm women there must 
be. There are English-speaking farm women and there are French- 
speaking farm women and, addition, there are some who their 
work their farm home speak some mid-European tongue. 
There are some who live compact settlements where easy get 
personal contact with their neighbours and there are others who live 
scattered prairie districts where neighbours are few. There are some 
who may the product several generations this North American 
continent, while others have been largely influenced childhood 
and youth spent different land. There are some who have come 
from homes with gracious surroundings and there are others whose 
backgrounds have been very bare. There are some who are but be- 
ginning their work farm women and others who have already spent 
the greater part their energy and enthusiasm. There are few who 
are does not tend that—but they seem compared 
the debt-ridden, meagre rating others. There are some who have 
had the good fortune have already the advantage good high-school 
education who have had the opportunity college university, 
and there are others who have gone only short distance the 


path knowledge. thus exceedingly difficult for one speak 
for all. 


Need for Adult Education Unappreciated Many 


unbiased on-looker were study the situation closely there 
very probably one conclusion she would register with regard all 
these varied people, and that the need for adult education. yet, 
doubtful even that viewpoint common all the farm women 
themselves. not that there antagonism it. rather 
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that some cases there total ignorance regarding its possibilities 
and other cases there the almost-as-fatal apathy. Too many have 
settled into the rut their lives and accepted their restrictions, their 
conditions, their limitations while unfortunately they have not accepted 
their opportunities and responsibilities. 

Also the average farm woman works with fewer labour-saving devices 
than her city sister. Government investigations many provinces 
have recorded the comparative scarcity running water, electric light, 
vacuum cleaners, the farm home. Many the appliances which 
are accepted the city matter course lighten the drudgery 
woman’s work are still lacking considered luxuries the farm. 
Then, too, her work often takes her outside the house. The poultry and 
the garden are frequently under her management and many hours 
her time are spent taking care them. The result that frequently 
she over-worked and thus very often neither physically nor mentally 
her best when her work finished. 

sure there are seasons the year when she relieved some 
this work. astonishing, however, how easy for those who 
are driven with the slave’s scourge urgency through several months 
the year feel the need period relaxation and require the 
spur some compelling force make them exert themselves. 

There are those who have accepted the conception that the sole 
function education preparation for making living. They have 
not broadened think preparation for living. With the 
former idea solely their mind and having chosen their life’s work 
having had thrust upon them, there the tendency accept what 
fate has meted out. they need additional knowledge along any specific 
line, the radio, the newspaper magazine, some government pam- 
phlet lecturer will give them the necessary information. 


Allurements Adult Education 


IKE the small boys girls who sometimes need some encourage- 

ment their wavering desire attend school and accept its 
discipline, many adults need some allurement become interested. 
And being promised. 

The severely practical who demand that education justify itself 
contributing the economic well-being the student are being faced 
with figures, and figures which are satisfying the most exacting. 
They are being shown that where adult education has been factor 
rural life sufficiently long time note results, has done this. the 
Old World and the eastern part this Dominion adult education has 
proved the motive power behind the co-operative movement which has 
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resulted financial gain the workers and farmers who are part it. 

others whose conception education widened, showing 
what may done wider cultural fields well. cases 
opening the eyes the beauty that surrounds them. Society through 
the years seems have condemned those who live from the soil 
numbered among the poor the earth. Many them are denied the 
wonders science and the mechanical inventions the age, and 
until some more equitable adjustment our social life made 
the more imperative that these same people have their eyes open 
the beauty and wonder Nature around them life worth 
the living. 

making fingers nimble produce handicrafts and skills that 
were considered impossible were unappreciated. Very often new 
zest given the commonplace when considered terms handi- 
craft and the worker knows there interest and pleasure given 
and received from the craftmanship. But there should not 
attempt revert the age before the machine came give freedom, 
when hand-work was the rule and took the greater portion 
time and energy. 

Further afield proving the means developing capacity for 
appreciation the beauty music and literature and the arts generally. 
indeed making eyes see and ears hear. 


World and Community Problems Demand Her Attention 


and stirring from its apathy. And there any greater need 
the world today? There growing tendency question what seemed 
taken inevitable. Customs and beliefs are changing least 
are being investigated before being blindly accepted. There stirring 
here and there every part the country demanding that life and its 
problems dealt with more intelligently. 

There the growing realization that the world longer haunted 
the shadow insufficient production. But also obvious that 
society not organized that there abundance for each individual. 
There also the realization that there are sufficient mechanical inven- 
tions perform the greater part the drudgery life, yet countless 
numbers are continuing unnecessary manual labour. Medical 
science has been developed astonishing degree, yet every turn 
there are people who cannot take advantage this skill and knowledge. 
The farm woman sees all these contradictions first hand. 

Other problems come under her immediate attention and again she 
questioning. too many rural districts the flower the boys and 
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girls are leaving the farm homes for the city; boys and girls who would 
have liked have built homes the country, but they see little 
opportunity there they are risking chance the city. 

Most tragic all today and most widely spread the menace 
war that seems hang over almost the entire world. From day day 
seems uncertain when and where there may outburst. When 
and where will the men from her countryside impelled called 
go? Again she questioning. 

With all these problems consider she realizing there something 
wrong with the economic and social life the country, something wrong 
with the international relationship. She beginning question 
not possible that these may remedied. These are all questions 
she cannot answer for herself; problems she cannot solve alone, but 
she becoming more and more sure that they are problems that can 
solved the intelligent co-operation all the people thinking and 
working these ends. She realizes her ignorance and incompetence 
but wants train herself able give intelligent help. 


Adult Educational Facilities She Can Use 


summer schools are proving great source inspiration and 

pleasure many. the majority farm women they are, 
something they would like attend but find impossible. How- 
ever more and more people sing their praises, probably even greater 
efforts will result greater attendance. 

Also the radio proving great factor the spread adult educa- 
tion. The purely educational programmes are proving sufficiently 
interesting whet the appetite for more and the haphazard listening 
now and then develops into systematic series studying. Some 
the indirectly educational programmes well create desire for 
higher standard programme and higher standard appreciation 
the listener.

LTHOUGH Agricultural Extension work and adult education 
agriculture had been carried very thoroughly Saskatchewan 

for many years, practically organized effort had been made 
until about year ago bring through extension work any cultural 
education its broadest sense the rural people this Province. 
When Dr. Thomson assumed the duties President the Uni- 
versity Saskatoon one the many things determined was 
definitely start adult educational program. 

But where start—that was the question. The province was large 
and the people scattered; the services that might offered and for 
which there already had been demand were very numerous, and money 
was scarce. The first thing, therefore, that was undertaken was find 
out (a) what adult study work was already being done unorganized 
way, and (b) what type service was most wanted. 


Survey Adult Study Work 


questionnaire was sent out representative group who would 
normally interested adult education. This group included 
rural and village school teachers, school inspectors, ministers various 
churches, club leaders, wheat pool field men and delegates, editors 
rural weeklies, and others. The questionnaire endeavoured find out 
(1) there was any study group operating the district, and, there 
was such group, under whose auspices was organized, how many 
were attending, what the members were studying, and what service 
from the Extension Department the group would like secure. (2) 
study group was functioning, might one formed, and so, what 
kind assistance the group would like receive from the Extension 
Department. 
About five hundred these questionnaires were sent out and from 
250 that were returned some interesting information was gleaned. 
About half these reporting stated that some study work was already 


being done groups their district. These groups could classified 
follows:

far the biggest demand from these established groups was for 
service from which they could secure reference books and library 
facilities. They also wanted study material, lecturers and speakers sent 
out address their members, and the loan slides and films. 
Those reporting that organized adult educational work was being 
done their district wanted, more than anything else, assistance 
organizing study circles and securing material for such circles study. 
analyzing the subjects which they indicated they would like 
study, very large majority expressed desire study the principles 
co-operation something along the line economics. Below 
partial summary the different subjects for which study material 
was asked and the number people making the request for each subject.

With this information hand the Extension departments were able 
make more definite plans. Two needs were outstanding. (1) 
extension reference library from which groups could 
borrow books. (2) Assistance organizing study groups and the pro- 
viding study material such groups. 


Study Group Service Established 


extension library particularly reference books and books dealing 

with new economic and political theories was badly needed, but 
that meant immediate outlay considerable money could not 
undertaken the present time. The other big demand was for study 
material and assistance organizing study groups. This seemed 
good type service start with could organized with com- 
paratively small immediate outlay. 

seemed foolish prepare our own material for these study groups 
when the Canadian Association for Adult Education, the Workers’ 
Educational Association and the Extension Department the Uni- 
versity Alberta already had some excellent material hand. Arrange- 
ments were therefore made purchase from the Workers’ Educational 
Association their course Co-operation, and from the University 
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Alberta their courses General Economics, Social Planning, The 
Science Government and International Affairs. was decided 
charge one dollar for each these courses, and send out the lectures 
every week, two weeks requested. With the first lecture brief 
outline how organize study circle was also sent out, well 
list reference books and statement indicating which those 
references were the shelves the larger libraries the Province. 


161 Study Circles Formed Within Two Months 


BRIEF announcement this new service and the lectures available 

was made through the daily and weekly provincial press. The 
response was immediate. Within four weeks over hundred study 
group circles were formed. After two months 161 study circles are being 
provided with lectures every week, and requests organize new circles 
are coming every day. These groups vary size from those having 
two three members groups with attendance twenty-five 
thirty individuals. They are practically all rural areas and meet 
homes, rural schools, back offices, elevator offices, etc. facilities 
permit hoped able provide through the radio, supplementary 
lectures study groups gathered Further courses are 
also being planned, one and one Psychol- 
and two practical study group courses agriculture, one 
and one using text the new book 
published shortly. 

The enthusiasm with which this new educational service has been 
received indication that the people were waiting for something 
this kind and great satisfaction those who have had charge 
organizing it.

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PSYCHOLOGY AND THE 
WORK Morris Viteles

ONFIDENCE the machine, widespread among employers 
during the last century and the early part this century, 
fostered the policy making human values secondary machine 

values. the use capital for the purchase machines, 
careful inspection and the replacement worn-out parts, and the 
husbanding machine resources received careful consideration. Dollar- 
and cents losses sustained wasting human resources through overwork, 
industrial accidents and disease and the use incompetent, untrained, 
and unwilling workers were overlooked. 

The application psychology industry follows from the recognition 
more recent years that the development and rational utilization 
labor-saving mechanical devices must supplemented more 
complete and effective utilization human energy, human abilities, 
and the human will-to-work ensure the success the individual 
industrial plant and the future our industrial civilization. 

its applications industry, psychology seeks satisfy two 
objectives: 

The first promote the adjustment the worker—to insure high 
degree satisfaction from his work. 

The second increase industrial decrease the cost 
production, the cost accidents, and other such expense the 
budget the industrial concern. 


Careful Selection Workers 


elective adjustment workers the time employment one 

the best ways promoting the happiness the worker and insuring 
his efficiency and welfare, especially organization which there 
are many jobs which can fitted. For new workers means 
avoiding unnecessary transfer from job job, from plant plant, 
and the heartbreaking disappointment which comes from not making

Psychology and the Prevention Accidents 


selection able workers only one field which psychological 

methods have been usefully employed. Another field 
extremely important contributions have been made that accident 
prevention. 

The point view underlying the traditional safety program that 
the chief cause accidents However, analysis 
psychological methods shows that the phrase merely 
smoke screen concealing the more fundamental human factors 
accident causation. 

The chief outcome the psychological approach accident pre- 
vention the demonstration that accidents not distribute themselves 
chance, but that they happen frequently some men and infrequently 
others logical result combination circumstances. Studies 
textile mills, repair shops, rubber factories, electrical supply shops, 
and among drivers street cars, taxis, trucks, and private automobiles 
have shown the existence some individuals susceptibility 
accidents accident-proneness from which others are relatively free. 
other words, men who have accidents one year will continue 
have accidents other years unless appropriate steps are taken 
overcome the conditions which make them particularly susceptible 
accidents. 

This newer outlook accidents particularly apparent the 
transportation industry where accidents constitute particularly serious 
problem. Street railway companies and taxicab companies have made 
use the individual clinical study accident-prone drivers 
means reducing accidents the minimum. This study includes 
complete analysis the driving record, general work history, 
operating habits, attitudes, outside interests and activities, and other 
items personal history which may affect his efficiency safe motor 
vehicle operator. Personnel records, personal interview, observation 
driving habits the street-car cab are employed obtaining 
complete and reliable information these items. From this survey 


conclusions are drawn concerning the causes the accident- 
proneness. 
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The character the treatment prescribed for the operator depends 
upon the diagnosis. may take the form systematic instruction 
replace faulty habits operation where these seem involved 
the accidents. other instances medical treatment, discipline, en- 
couragement, supervisory follow-up may used rehabilitating the 
accident-prone employee.

The same attention and effort must centered learning drive 
are given establishing fundamental skills game. There 
every reason believe that very many accidents come simply from the 
failure establish habits which are fundamental the safe operation 
acar. Here, opinion, are few which properly during 
the learning period, would more reduce-the number accidents 
than the efforts which are now putting into brow-beating frighten- 
ing the driver into operating conformity with state regulations that 
often have little bearing the accident problem.

Making certain that there clear road ahead and ample room 
for passing before passing car. 

Slightly decreasing speed when being passed another car. 
Applying the brakes before disengaging the clutch.

These are only few the fundamental habits frequently neglected 
the friend automobile salesman whom the new driver usually 
goes for instruction. 


Equally important the need for training new drivers—both young 
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and mature—is that retraining experienced drivers who have failed 
form safe habits operation have developed wrong and unsafe 
driving practices. Something being done this direction 
established courts and under other auspices something 
drivers who have accidents. This approach the problem very much 
resembles the banal and oft-criticized practice locking the barn after 
the horse has been stolen. What need program prevention 
which will provide drivers with the techniques successfully used 
the transportation industry for the analysis driving habits and 
tion driving defects. Driving clinics should established and experienced 
drivers urged visit these clinics for analysis their driving habits, 
just they are urged visit the dentist for prophylactic treatment, 
and seek medical examination means avoiding ill health, 
Examination and treatment such driving clinics can help prevent 
death and injury from automobile accident much the same way 
dental and physical examinations help prevent death and suffering 
from disease. 


Understanding the Worker 


XTREMELY important contributions have been made industrial 
psychology many different fields. Let take, for example, the 
matter worker’s attitudes. commonly recognized that must 
know what the worker thinks—that must have complete knowledge 
and understanding his attitudes industrial strife avoided. 
Psychology can contribute much toward the substitution accurate fact 
for the opinions and hunches upon which dependence only too 
frequently placed. 

One more illustration may suffice illustrate the significant findings 
industrial psychology studying the broader aspects the efficiency 
and adjustment man his day’s work. For example, there has 
recently been much criticism the machine age—by those who fear 
the final outcome man’s glorification the machines. 

Studies psychologists here and abroad show clearly that much 
the blame levelled against work with machines wrongly directed. 
They indicate, for example, that machine work, repetitive work 
imposed speed and rhythm, not invariably accompanied over- 
whelming and depressed feeling monotony. 

There seems universal, deepseated conflict with instinct 
workmanship. matter fact, there are many who prefer routine 
work, who like automatized tasks which leave the mind free for other 
pleasurable activities. There are others, apparently smaller number, 
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who rebel against uniform, specialized work, but even their case, 
the instinct. 


and Recreation the Machine Age 


general, the most encouraging aspect psychological studies their 
failure confirm the point view that the human mind dulled, 
emotional maladjustment seriously intensified, broader social partici- 
pation hindered repetitive work. these respects, the findings 
experimental investigation coincide with what shown review 
the history work. Throughout the ages large proportion workers 
has been accustomed some form repetitive work. Long before the 
appearance machines many tasks had already become highly standard- 
ized and routine character. The hours and hours polishing required 
for the preparation flint arrowheads used the primitive tribes must 
have been extremely monotonous work. weaving, with the 
repeated throw the shuttle from side side has all the elements 
repetitive work the Machine Age; the shorter working day and 
week, the higher standards living, facilities for employee education 
and recreation available the worker the Machine Age combine 
give the worker opportunities for relaxation, self-expression and creative 
experiences outside working hours beyond the scope anything that 
existed earlier ages. The problem appears largely one en- 
couraging and educating workers take advantage those oppor- 
tunities. Its solution may involve attempt substitute more pro- 
ductive and creative experiences for the automobile ride, the baseball 
game, the movies, the radio, which present seem occupy the spare 
time and mind the American worker. the development 
program stimulate such substitution, rather than the critique 
mechanization industry, that the attention the social reformer 
should directed. And if, spite education for the use leisure, 
most men and women continue find adequate satisfaction the 
simpler and less creative forms relaxation, this itself may 
evidence that creative experience something which today, the 
past, craved only few selected spirits.
